15. — German authorities bluntly 
warned the entire population of

“Those guilty are subject to the 
penalty of death, which will br- pro­ 
nounced by a German court mar­ 
tial. 
“Any person finding himself in 
possession of an anti-German tract 
must hand it over immediately to 
the nearest German military serv­ 
ice. Violators will be punished by a 
penalty up to 15 years at forced 
labor.”

IS ASKED BV BYRD 


Accounting Demanded In 
Expectation of New 
Fund Request 


(B y A ssociated P ress) 
WASHINGTON, Aug 15 
An ac­ 
counting of lease-lend expenditures 
to date was dem anded today by 
Senator Byrd (D -Va) in 
anticipa*- 
tion of an adm inistration request— 
expected by congress next week — 
for approxim ately $7,COO,000,OOO ad­ 
ditional to aid the countries fighting 
Nazi Germ any. 
In asking the R ase-lend division 
headed by Harry- Hopkins for a re­ 
port on actual disbursem ents from 
the $7,000,000,000 previously 
made 
available, Byrd said he believed con­ 
gress ought to have th a t inform a­ 
tion before it considered increasing 
the amount. 
“Congress is perfectly willing to 
provide any additional money that 
is needed,” 
the 
Virginia senator 
told reporters, “but It hardly seems 
possible th a t more th an a billion 
dollars could have been spent thus 
fur of the seven billion th at we ai- 
; ready have voted.” 
Byrd recalled th a t a report made 
in June showed only approxim ately j 
| $75,000,000 actually spent up to that j 
time, although the President had I 
allocated all of the funds.

CLEVELAND. Aug. 15.—-Changes 
in manufacturing methods to speed 
arm ament output will be helpful to 
American industry in the long run, 
the Cleveland Trust Co.’s monthly 
business bulletin declared today. 
The 
progressive 
conversion 
of 
peace-time machinery to defense 
production was seen as impelling 
development of new materials, Im­ 
provement, of productive methods, 
development of new mass produc­ 
tion procedures and increasing faith 
in national capacities to cope with 
industrial problems. 
“Adaptation of existing Industrial 
facilities to produce munitions has 
been under way more than a year, 
but the process only recently has 
become 
really 
im portant 
in our 
economy,” the bulletin observed 
“It is most conspicuous in the 
automobile industry, but it will pro­ 
foundly aifect scores of other indus­ 
tries. 
necessitating 
readjustments, 
impairing corporate earnings and 
causing a good deal of temporary 
and vexatious unemployment. One 
of its chief features will be short­ 
ages of materials. 
“Despite defense work, industrial 
production in July w-as 116 per cent 
of normal, equalling the highest 
monthly figure for the boom year 
of 1929 1 1 production Is maintained 
at last month's level the rest of 
the year, it will average 12.5 per 
cent above normal highest annual 
average since the previous peak year 
of 1916 when tho average was 13.8 
per cent above normal. 
“If production increases one per 
cent ear h month between now and 
the year’s end. the 1941 average 
will be the highest in the last cen­ 
tury,” the bank added. 
liie time now has been reached, 
the bulletin said, when production 
of war materials must forge ahead 
at 
the expense of 
non-essential 
poods, 
and curtailment 
in these 
lines will offset partly the gains 
still to be made in the defense 
industries. Because of this and the

The W hite House pictures also 
diisclosed the laige number of high 
American and British officials who 
had gathered at sea for the un­ 
precedented series of conferences. 
The presence of all these high­ 
ranking officials was one reason 
which led to the conclusion here 
that some of the decisions taken 
during the consultations required a 
thorough canvass of the entire mil­ 
itary and naval situations. 
A few vivid glimpses of the con­ 
ferences at sea appeared in the Lon­ 
don Daily Mail in a dispatch from 
its 
correspondent 
Walter 
Farr, 
“somewhere on the American At­ 
lantic coast.” 
The President and 
the 
prime 
minister sat on the sunlit deck of 
a warship. Farr wrote, “with sea­ 
gulls wheeling around. 
“Occasionally the drone of a big 
American flying boat patrolling tile 
skies was heard. 
The 
navy 
was 
taking no chances.” 
Besides the planes droning over­ 
head, the account reported, a con­ 
stantly moving circle of destroyers, 
patrol boats and other small naval 
vessels formed a precautionary cor­ 
don around the conference ship. 
A high American official who 
participated 
in 
the 
conferences 
was quoted by the dispatch to this 
effect: 
“At the conferences it was hard 
to tell which looked happier—Hie 
President or Mr. Churchill. . 
“They knew each other well by 
talking for months on the trans- 
Atlantic telephone, so they were like 
two old friends meeting.” 
After an exchange of greetings, 
the 
dispatch 
related, 
the 
two 
plunged into eager conversation. 
“Officials left them and for more 
than an hour they talked alone 
with their ship rocking gently on 
the Atlantic swell.. 
“Afterwards Mr. Churchill looked 
almost 
boyish 
as he went into 
the conference 
cabin. 
His aides 
followed with a great quantity of 
document* including many maps."
